We have had favorable relations with both MacGregor and Humphrey I 
over a number of years. MacGregor is the Republican candidate for the Senate '^3 
and is opposing Humphrey who is the Democratic candidate for that office. 


Bufiles reflect that during the faU of 1968 the same claim concerning 
Humphrey appeared in The Congressional Record and in a book entitled "Humphrey, 

A Candid Biography, " by Win Griffith, who was the official biographer of the '■ 

Vice President. Since Bufiles, including those of the Director's Office and the 
Minneapolis Field Office, contained no information indicating the FBI had given such 
an award to Humphrey or any communications with him that could reasonably be ' 
construed as such, it was recommended and approved that a number of oral inquiries 
we received concerning Humphrey's claim be answered with "no comment." J 

Bufiles do reveal that Humphrey won election as mayor of 
Minneapolis on a "cleanup" platform that promised to completely reorganize the ^ 
Police Department. In this effort, Humphrey did seek the advice of the Bureau and, > 
in fact, appointed as his police chief a National Academy graduate whom Humphrey c 
knew we considered favorably for that position. Humphrey even visited the Director ^ 
during his administration as mayor and invited Mr. Hoover to visit the city of t 

Minneapolis some time in the future for the purpose of viewing the changes c 

(presumably in the Police Department) that had taken place. The Director, of i 

course, made no commitments in this regard. f

However, Humphrey was a guest speaker at the graduation exercises 
of the 77th Session of the National Academy held 5-25-66. He was introduced by 
the Director who made several favorable comments concerning Humphrey's 
administration of the Minneapolis city government while Mayor of that city. 

In accordance with the Director's instructions, SAC Held at 
'IMinneapolis was telephonic^lly instructed on 10-15-70 to personally contact Humphrey 
lland specifically determine what he had reference to when claiming to have received 
Ian "FBI award for effective law enforcement." Held subsequently advised that 
' Humphrey could recaU only that just before completing his term as Mayor of 
Minneapolis (1948), the city and/or its police department received an award "for 
an effective law enforcement program for cities of 200, 000 to 500, 000 population” 
which, he always presumed, although admittedly uncertain of, was made by the FBI. 

( Humphrey acknowledged this award was not given him personally but as the city's 
Mayor he felt no reluctance sharing in its recognition. SAC Held made it clear 
to Humphrey that the award he referred to was not made by the FBI. 

I Humphrey further noted that before and after his speech at the FBI 

I National Academy graduation (noted above) the Director made a number of laudatory 
comments from the dais concerning Humphrey's handling of crime while Mayor of 
I Minneapolis. Humphrey said he was flattered and honored by the Director's remarks 

i (since he has always held Mr. Hoover in the very highest esteem. Humphrey 
jlspecificaUy requested SAC Held to obtain for him a copy of the Director's remarks 
IW that occasion.

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 



During Humphrey's tenure as a Senator and as Vice President, 
we enjoyed cordial relations with him. The Director congratulated him on his*'' 
election as Vice President. 

In connection with Humphrey's recent campaign for the Senate 
against Congressman Clark MacGregor, it is noted that MacGregor wrote 
the Director concerning a TV debate in which former Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey boasted "of his success in improving law enforcement in Minneapolis 
while Mayor from 1945 to 1948. " According to MacGregor, Humphrey claimed 
in his debate that he was granted "FBI award for effective law enforcement. " On 
10/15/70, SAC Held at Minneapolis was instructed telephonically to contact 
Humphrey. Humphrey was able only to recall that just before completing his 
term of Mayor, the city and/or its police department received an award "for an 
effective law enforcement program for cities of 200, 000 to 500, 000 population, " 
which he always presumed was made by the FBI. It was made clear to Humphrey 
that the award he referred to was not made by the FBI. Subsequently, Humphrey 
requested a copy of the Director's remarks concerning him at the graduation 
excercises of the 77th Session of the FBI National Academy on 5/25/66. This 
material was furnished personally to Humphrey and he was most appreciative of 
the courtesy extended to him, expressing the hope that he would have the opportunity 
at some time in the future to thank the Director in person for his kindness., J
